CARELESSNESS CAUSE 

OF MOST ACCIDENTS, 
SAYS DEPT. REPORT 

Carelessness and reckless 
driving are the chief causes 
of accidents, according to the 
report of the California Mo¬ 
tor Vehicle Department. 

It is a common illusion 
that bad roads, foggy weath¬ 
er, poor light, and defective 
brakes are the main excuses 
for accidents, but the report 
shows this to be false. 

Of 1927 accidents occuring 
during a single month, 1151 
took place on dry road sur¬ 
face; 1,239 in clear weather 
and 998 in broad daylight. 
Investigating ofticers found 
that 2,659 of the 2,773 ve¬ 
hicles involved were in good 
mechanical condition. Only 
29 of the total number of 
cars were found to have de¬ 
fective brakes.

Exploration 
Is Offered 

University Working in Co¬ 
operation W^ith Sei’vice 
Organization 


A recently-organized society 
for occupational research, work¬ 
ing in cooperation with the com¬ 
mittee on guidance and piace- 
ment of the 122 Kiwanis Ciubs of 
tht' California - Nevada district, 
has Just established headquarters 
or, the campus of the University 
of Southern California, with con¬ 
ference rooms and a library. 

The society has adopted the 
Bennett Pian for vocational 
guidance, named for Dr. G. Ver¬ 
non Bennett of the School of 
Education of the University of 
Southern California, who founded 
the society. The plan, beginning 
with junior high school, provides 
for occupational exploration for 
studentiji covering a period of 
three years, with a period of 
counseling, training and place¬ 
ment covering four or five years, 
including senior high school and 
junior college. 

According to the society, it 
takes at least three years for a 
boy to explore the 24 occupa¬ 
tional possibilities which he 
should examine before making a 
final occupational choice. Meth¬ 
ods of examination include (1) 
hearing a teacher describe the 
range of possibilities within an 
"occupational family” (2) dem¬ 
onstration and dramatization of 
type activities (3) motion pic¬ 
tures of all phases of the occupa¬ 
tion (4) visits to factories, offi¬ 
ces, stores, courthouses, ho.spitals, 
etc., (5) participation in select¬ 
ed activities in school, shop or 
office.

Railway Company 
Makes the Heat 
Waves Behave 

Once in California the summer 
traveler has no quarrel with the 
thermometer. From the sea 
breezes of the coast to the 
w'armth of the interior valleys 
and on to the snow-covered 
mountain peaks the state has a 
variety of temperatures suited to 
all temperaments. 

Tourists complain of heat only 
while crossing desert and plain 
on the way to the Pacifit coast. 
And this, the only feature of the 
rail journey, is about to be elim¬ 
inated by the use of a new type 
lounge car on Southern Pacific 
lines, it was announced by G. W. 
VVetherby, district passenger a- 
gent for the company. 

The secret of keeping car in¬ 
teriors cool in the warmest climes 
has been found in application of 
aluminum paint and the installa¬ 
tion of a new kind of heat-resist¬ 
ing window glass, according to 
Wetherby. With these improve¬ 
ments Southern Pacific’s new 
lounge cars will shed heat, he 
declared. 

The heat-absorbing quality of 
aluminum paint is not a new 
discovery. But until recently it 
had not been demonstrated suc¬ 
cessfully on rail equipment. The 
special gla.ss, which ‘‘admits light 
but excludes heat”, is the product 
of an English factory. It has 
not been used heretofore in the 
cars of any American railway, 
although it has proved its worth 
on trains operating in tropical 
India and Africa. 

The glass has a slight green 
tinge, but after the first impres¬ 
sion the color is not noticeable 
and only the restful character 
remains. Recent tests by the 
Pullman Company have proved 
that aluminum paint reduces ma¬ 
terially the temperature of car 
interiors. From 20 to 25 per 
cent of the sun’s heat is kept 
from the cars, according to re¬ 
ports. 

Ten of the latest type lounge 
cars are nearing completion for 
the Southern Pacific Company. 
They were ordered some months 
ago at a cost of $600,000.

stalled now for a sum less than $3000 it: 
revived hope in the heart of the small town 
theatre magnate, fuid the public may soon i 
expect to see the country theatres enjoying i 
a new and more prosperous existence in 
the very near future. j

AUTO INSURANCE OPTIONAL ! 

T HJiRE is no law in California requiring 
a motorist to secure public liability, ! 
property damtige or any other type of in- \ 
surance on his car, according to a bulletin j 
recent sent out by the Division of Motor! 
Vehicles. But if no insurance is carried, i 
and a judgment is obtained against a driver i 
of a cal’, the division will revoke the oper- j 
ator’s or chauffeur’s license and registra-! 
tion certificates. Thereafter, before the li- j 
censes and certificates may be restored, the 
person involved is required to paythejudg-' 
ment and to secui’e public liability insur-1 
ance to the amount of $5,000 for one per- i 
.son killed, and $1,000 property damage, or ! 
to post a surety or personal bond or a cash 
deposit amounting to $11,000. 

“This,” says the bulletin, “is not compul¬ 
sory insurance as the term is known ordi¬ 
narily, inasmuch as it effects only those 
persons involved in accidents who fail to 
satisfy judgments. The new law empha- j 
sizes, doubly, the need of careful driving to 
keep out of tiouble. But the careful driver ' 
has nothing to fear from it.” j

MANY CARS RECOVERED BY SHERIFF j 

S INCE January, 1927, there has been a 
general declining trend in the number 
of automobiles I’eported stolen in IjOS An¬ 
geles county .according to figures just re¬ 
leased by the statistician foi’ the Sheriff’s i 
office. For the last thirteen years auto- | 
mobile thefts have constituted the most prev- j 
alent crime in the country. Annually from 
thi’ce and one-half to four millions dollars j 
worth of cars have been I’eported taken by j 
thieves in recent years. During the fiscal I 
year ending June 30, 1929, 10,892 cars were j 
I’eported stolen. For the pr’evious fiscal 
year, the stolen cars totaled 12,562, and in 
the year before that, 13,976, the highest 
number on record. 

The auto theft detail of the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment. consisting of twelve men, recov¬ 
ered 1646 cars during the last year having 
an estimated value of $454,200. With the 
cooperation of other agencies, including 
other police departments ,the Automobile 
Club, and insurance companies, a total of ! 
7,979 cars were reported recovered thruout | 
the year.

THINKING IN HEMISPHERES 

T he pi’oblem of the world today is the 
people in it. It has always been the 
people in it but the problem differently 
expressed. Reducing the circumference of 
the globe as the man on the engine the man 
in the stokehold and the man at the wheel 
aie continually doing has snapped the trade 
bands with which the nations were bound 
together in 1914 and letting the commerce j 
of these nations fall in ruins.

The front 
pages of the metropolitan newspapers today ’ 
report with four aiticles the progress of 
activity in the Chinese-Russian war, three ^ 
articles deal with a train wreck, two with 
a million-dollar bribe scandal of public offi¬ 
cials and two articles with the activity of 
the crime boaid. These together with a 
host of other ’ articles on costly fires, the 
destruction caused by the Mediterranean 
Iruit fly, women held in bootleg ring, a ship 
sinking and hitting sea mine, labor strikes, 
an attempt upon the life of the pi’esident of 
Austiia, family quarrel over a legacy, etc., ' 
form the important news. What part each 
of these plays in our life of today depends, 
of course, upon the interest they hold for I 
us. But underlying it all, is not the unity 
of humanity concerned? How Ijest then,' 
can we help? Only one way—by realizing 
our part with the whole and interesting 
ourselves in the humanity of every prob¬ 
lem presenting itself to us, whether munici-' 
pal, county, state, national or inteniational. 

We are, whether we know it or not, vital¬ 
ly affected by the trouble between Russia 
and China, by all this lawlessness and' 
crime, by these wrecks and calamities. So 
let us suggest that an ear be open with a 
sense of responsibility each and eveiy day 
of our lives to make conditions a little bit 
better than the way we found them. j

PROHIBITION AND ENFORCEMENT 

T he fine series of ai’ticles being written 
tor a Los Angeles daily is dealing with 
pr-ohibition and its enforcement—or lack of 
entorcement—in a str’aightfor’war’d manner 
that may bring far’-reaching r’esults Irefore 
it is finally corrcluded. Mrs. Willebr’andt is 
a tr emendously capable woman, per’haps! 
one of the outstanding women in the wor-ld 
of affairs today. That she is not losing • 
hope in the ultimate outcome should he vp - ' 
assuring to those who have cherished a 
very r’eal fear that the amendment might | 
be found unwor’kable and eventually be' 
r-emoved from the Constitution. 1 

Mr’S. \\ illebr’andt’s expose of the condi-' 
tions in the enfor’cement depar’tment, r’each- j 
ing ver-y high officials, indicates that it is 
not so much a failur’e of the theory of pro- I 
hibition as it is the failur’e of man—and 
simple honor’. ; 

The high pr’ofit made on their’ war-es has 
put fabulous sums of money in the hands j 
of the bootleggers. They have been more ! 
tharr willing to pay part of their ill-gotten j 
gains for protection from the law. I 

In the meantime the prohibition pr’oblem i 
is slowly taking care of itself. There ar’e I 
so many things that man wants mor-e than I 
he does booze that the demand is alr-eady 
Ireginning to fall off. The bootlegger finds i 
that fifie car’s, fine clothes, fine homes, etc., | 
ar’e much mor.’e precious than the stuff he 
sells. And his customer’s are beginning to 
reach the same conclusion. 

After the Civil War the nation was 
afflicted with a problem as great as is that 
of pr’ohibition, and the United States over’-! 
came those difficulties after many people 
had suffer-ed much. The United States is 
goirrg to overcome the ill-effects of the pro¬ 
hibition problem in the same manner. 

On the other’ hand, if one wer’e to study i 
the situation thor’oughly it might seem that I 
pr’ohibition “uninfor’cement” is r’unning a: 
poor second to gener’al law enfor’cement. 

The United States is making a sorr’y 
r’ecor’d in the matter’ of r unning down mur- ■ 
der’er’s, bandits, thieves, bur’glars, etc., and 
a poorer record even than that in the mat¬ 
ter’ of convictions—and keeping the convict-! 
ed incar’cerated after’ such conviction, if 
any, is made. 

Amer’ica has never’ yet failed in a cr’isis, 
and cr’ime has perhaps r’eached its greatest 
peak. An increase at this time, however 
slight, will cau.se a distinct issue Iretween 
the for’ces of r’ight and wr’ong—and wrong 
never yet has prevailed when the issue is 
clear’ly defined.

Local School 

Sun Baths Are Part of the 
Routine Each Morning 
Before 10 

Bodies as well as cheeks of 
tan, and 'nary a blister, are rap¬ 
idly becoming acquired by the 
happy group of children attend¬ 
ing the Sierra Madre Summer 
Health School. Sun-baths are 
given at the school each morning 
before 10 o’clock, avoiding the 
noon-day sun. Stripped to the 
waist, the youngsters, each car¬ 
rying his or her own piece of 
canvas or gunny sack to lay on 
the ground, lie in even rows, 
first prone on their backs, then 
over onto their chests and stom¬ 
achs. Miss Alma P. Smith, the 
school nurse, and Miss Twyla , 
Osborn, the health educator, both. 
supervise the giving of the sun¬ 
baths, one holding a stop watch' 
to time the minutes each position 
is mainaitned and the other to' 
see that everybody is in order > 
with a proper covering to shield ! 
the head and eyes from the di¬ 
rect rays of the sun. ' 

The first day but one minute; 
is allowed for the front and back 
exposure. The time is increased ^ 
one minute each day for the first 
two weeks, then five minutes 
each day until the sun-bath pe¬ 
riod covers a full hour, when a 
part of the time is given over to 
free play in the sunshine. 

Mrs. Annabelle Roether, physio¬ 
therapist supervisor of the sum¬ 
mer health schools, stresses the 
fact that a successful sun-bath 
does not burn the skin, but thru 
gradually increased doses of sun¬ 
light gradually produces an even 
tan. She cautions that sun-baths 
should not be given within one- 
half hour before meals or two 
hours after meals. 

"Sunlight is a very important 
factor in the production of heal¬ 
thy infants and children,” says 
Mrs. Roether. "It has, however, 
been definitely proven that the 
ultra-violet rays are filtered out 
when the sun shines through or¬ 
dinary window-glass or screen. 
Beneficial sunlight can only be 
obtained out of doors or through 
open windows.” 

The summer health school uni¬ 
form is a pair of "shorts” for 
the boys and neatiy-made, loose, 
cool, sun-suits for the gprls. This 
allows a free circulation of air 
and light during the entire day 
to keep the summer health school 
children in enviable comfort. 

The summer health school in 
Sierra Madre has been made pos¬ 
sible through the co-operation of 
the Sierra Madre School Board, 
the Episcopal Club, Kiwanis Club 
and the Red Cross, with the Los 
Angeles County Health Depart¬ 
ment and the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Tuberculosis and Health As¬ 
sociation, who are sponsoring fif¬ 
teen similar schools this summer 
in other county districts.

Since it has been decided by 
the Board of Trustees of Sierra 
Madre that for economicai rea¬ 
sons the city will best be served 
by a combination of the city de¬ 
partments, which combination it 
seems does not require my serv¬ 
ices, I feel that a statement from 
me is in order at this time. 

When I was selected to fill the 
offlee of water and street super¬ 
intendent on June 1, 1927, may 
I say that I found plenty of room 
for improvement in both depart¬ 
ments. White much work yet re¬ 
mains to be lone, I feel I have 
at least made progress in both 
departments. This has not been 
done by myself alone, but much 
credit is due to the loyal sup¬ 
port and help of all associated 
with me in this work. 

I w'ish to speak from the 
standpoint of a property owner, 
as I am no longer connected with 
the city departments. If the 
present board of trustees is ca¬ 
pable of re-organizing the city 
and giving the citizens a more 
efficient administration, we should 
be thankful for such services. 

However, I believe we should 
insist positively upon proof and 
credentials before we place too 
much confidence in anyone. I 
believe it would be wise before 
placing the important business of 
our city in the hands of anyone, 
to first take sufficient interest to 
familiarize ourselves with their 
past accomplishments in their 
own business. This seems only 
fair and wise.

Ask Council 
To Help Get 
New Station 

Petitions Being Signed This 
Week Favoring P. E. 
Depot 


Passenger Traffic Manager O. 
A. Smith of the Pacific Electric 
and Southern Pacific Railway, 
recently visited Sierra Madre, has 
looked into local conijitlons, and 
has advised the local chamber of 
commerce that if the city council 
will agree to provide half the 
cost of a modem, up-to-date, un¬ 
derground comfort .station, he is 
prepared to take the next step, 
which is to recommend the build¬ 
ing of a new combined passen¬ 
ger-freight depot, the construc¬ 
tion of the comfort station be¬ 
neath it, the razing of the old 
freight depot, and the landscap¬ 
ing of the terminal grounds. It 
is believed that the directors will 
act favorably upon Mr. Smith’s 
recommendation. 

Popular petitions are being cir¬ 
culated here this week asking 
the city council to assure Mr. 
Smith that half the cost mf the 
comfort station, estimated from 
$750 to $1250, will be appropria¬ 
ted when the directors of the 
Pacific Electric approve the plans 
and work is started. 

Comfort stations are a neces¬ 
sity in every city and some local 
residents believe, it is said, that 
the city would be justified in 
paying all the cost, e.specially as 


the company has manifested a 
willingness to erect a new station. 

Transportation Is so vital that 
when Sierra Madre was a village 
of 600 people, over $20,000 was 
raised and gpven to the electric 
road to get it here and in service. 
The depot site was a present. So 
was the right-of-way. Old-timers 
like S. R. G. Twycross, who has 
lived here 42 years, remember 
that everyone who had a lot 
paid something, and everyone 
who had a house paid $75 more. 
If one had two houses he paid 
$150 beside his lot a.ssessment. 
The railroad, however, has shown 
little interest in Sierra Madre 
since 1902, when it built the pres¬ 
ent depot. The town has grown 
ten times in population, but the 
depot remains the same. 

The present change in policy is t 
believed to be a progressive step ! 
that will lead to added local pros¬ 
perity. It will be worth many 
times the small cost to the local 
ta.\payers of their share in the 
comfort station. 

The city council is to be asked 
to act at its next meeting on 
Augu.st 28, and it is thought a 
large number of interested per¬ 
sons will be present. Meanwhile 
petitions ready to sign will be 
found at the News office, John¬ 
son’s news stand, in the hands 
of Mr. Humphries and others. 

It looks like Sierra Madre 
wants that comfort station and 
depot and will meet Mr. Smith 
with enthusiastic support.—H.H.L.
